1 . Claims 3-7, 9-1 2, 1 4-1 8 and 25-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Amendment filed on 
05/21/2008, Applicant's argument is persuasive. Neither cited references nor the prior 
art of record alone or in combination, discloses, teaches or render suggest obvious that 
a power cabling assembly having "a bracket power connector fastening element 
operable to couple the power connector to a bulkhead and the bulkhead to the bracket 
assembly, wherein the bracket assembly comprises a protective device mounting 
portion to which the protective device is coupled by a protective device retaining 
element , wherein the power cabling assembly further comprises first and second 
cables coupled to the power connector." as claimed in the claims 10-11 and 18 . 
Claims 3-7, 9 and 12 depend on the claim 10. Claims 14-17 and 25-27 depend on 
the claim 11. Claims 28-34 depend on the claim 18. Amended claims have been 
considered and upon conclusion of a comprehensive search of the prior art, the office 
indicates that the claims, as amended, are allowable.
